WELL-KNOWN LAWYER. 3

Missouri, and even the Judge is by no 
means free from criticism. It is true 
that the Judge made the following re- 
mark when he fell in with the scheme 
of letting Rutherford off.on a $500 fine, 
mamely: “I do not know anything about 
the facts in this case, and it is not my 
éuty to prepare the State's case, but it 
seems to me that if the State has a prima 


facie case. it ought to go totrial. If the 
State has not a prima facie case, it ought 
to be nollie prossed.”’ 

The Judge seems to think that this 
statement fully vindicates him and shows 
that he did his. full duty. But did he? 
In the first place, a man charged with a 
crime can~plead guilty to a lower of- 
fense only with the consent of the Court. 
The Judge could have withheld that 
consent. But more, when an accused 
pleads cuilty, it is for the Court to fix 
the punishment. 

Not so long ago a Judge told a person 
charged with murder that if he pleaded 
guilty he would sentence him to death, 
and the person went to trial before a 
jury. The Court wag under no obligation 
to make any agreement as to what the 
punishment would be in case Rutherford 
pleaded guilty. Rutherford’s counsel 
and the Circuit Attorney might have said 
to the Judge, “This man will plead guilty 
to manslaughter provided you wilf assess 
the minimum punishment.” And the

within its rights, but would have shown 
a proper conception of its dignity, if it 
had retorted that it would not make any 
agreement; that defendant could plead 
guilty if he wished and take the conse- 
quences. Then the defendant might have 
refused to plead guilty to manslaughter. 
And it may be that Mr. Sidener would 
have entered a nolle prosse. If so, the 
Court might well have expressed. his 
opinion on the subject, and had his rec- 
ords show that the nolle prosse was tak- 
en by the Circuit Attorney, not by leave 
of Court, as is customary, but without 
the leave of Court, and the Court would 
not only have put itself right before the 
community, but would have served notice 
on the Circuit Attorney's office that the 
Court would properly make its condem- 
nation of such performances as occurred 
in this case a matter of record.
